Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a resin material supply apparatus, classified In class 
425, subclass 129.1. 

II. Claim 7, drawn to a resin material supply method, classified in class 264, 
subclass 40.4.
